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ITHIN THE PAST several years many of our 
UL) vxsseres have become increasingly aware of 
: the unchurched people in their cities. As a 

result of this awareness, branch Sunday Schools have 
been started. Hundreds of workers have been blessed and 
benefited spiritually because they have actively parti- 
cipated in this program. Many hundreds more persons 
have been won to Christ and united with the church. 
A great portion of the churches that have been organized 
within the past two or three years have found their 
beginning in the branch Sunday School program. Yet, 
despite these encouraging reports, it is obvious that more 
of our Sunday Schools must “branch.” 

The spreading branches of a tree indicate life and 
growth. The tree which does not have the freedom of 
spreading its branches and sending its roots down deep 
into the earth soon becomes a stunted tree. Could this 
not be the cause for lack of growth in some of our 


churches today? The growth of the church is stunted 


because it has not “branched.” 


Neglected areas must be reached by our Sunday Schools. 


Mark 16:15, “Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature” must not be ignored. “Every 
creature” certainly includes the persons who live too far 
from our churches to attend conveniently and yet who 
are without a church in their own immediate com- 
munities. 

In many instances, the handicaps that keep persons 
from attending our churches are treated lightly. The 
thinking “if people really want to come to church, they’ll 
find a way” is not always the case. Many persons would 
like to attend our churches, but there are no bus lines 
to bring them the long distance to our church, and some- 
times long periods of waiting are involved. Some families 
still are without automobiles. In cases where there are 
automobiles, the father may be disinterested, and the 
mother who is willing to attend Sunday School and bring 
her children, cannot attend because she can not drive. 

What is the answer to these problems and many sim- 
ilar ones? The Sunday School bus? This is one answer, 
and persons today are attending Sunday School as a re- 
sult of this. However, the distance covered by a Sunday 
School bus is limited. 

The best answer to this problem is the branch Sunday 
School. Our Sunday Schools must “branch” in a much 
greater way than they have in the past if we keep 
abreast of the growing population trends. The United 
States Census Bureau has estimated that the population 
of the United States will increase approximately 65,000,- 
000 people within the next twenty years. It has also stated 
that eighty per cent of this increase will come in the 
suburban areas of our cities. What does this mean? It 
means that the suburban areas of our large cities are 
providing ripe opportunities for branch Sunday Schools. 
Many persons occupying homes in these areas have moved 
from areas where they attended church. Distance becomes 
a barrier when they think of attending Sunday Schools 
ocated in neighboring communities. Actually, many of 
hese persons would welcome a Sunday School being 
brought to them in their community. These persons are 
as sheep without a shepherd. As such, they become easy 

rey to false doctrines which are prevalent in the country 
today.

School with very little effort. Such a project would bring 
new life to the local church and create new interest 
among the local church members. Of even greater im- 
portance is the fact that a church will realize it is pro- 
viding a great opportunity for men, women, boys and 
girls in unchurched communities to hear the full gospel 
and to accept Christ. 

If we as a church are to continue to grow, then we must 
“branch.” Every day a church delays starting a branch 
Sunday School, a day is lost as far as winning souls is 
concerned; a day is lost as far as planting seed for a 
new church. Opportunities to “branch” lie all around 
many of our churches.. 

Too many of these opportunities are being needlessly 
lost, and the territory remains unchurched or perhaps 
becomes the location for the spreading of false or errone- 
ous doctrine. 

The branch Sunday School program is God’s program. 
It is in conformity with His Word. May He grant that 
more of our Church of God Sunday Schools will catch a 
greater vision and “branch.” Today—in September, 1956— 
is the time to do it!

Evangelism without the teaching of the Word 

of God is not enduring. Instruction is basic 
in any program of soul-winning. This is the beginning 
point of evangelism. If one does not receive knowledge 
of the basic salvation truths, he has no real basis for 
conversion. A man cannot act upon knowledge he does 
not have. It is true people are never saved by knowledge, 
but they cannot be saved unless they know the way to 
trust Christ. “They perish for the lack of knowledge.” 
The truth of God’s Word is used by the Holy Spirit to 
bring about conviction of sin. “The entrance of thy words 
giveth light.” 

The Ethiopian eunuch is a good example of the role 
that teaching plays in evangelism. As the eunuch was 
returning from worship in Jerusalem, the Holy Spirit im- 
pressed Philip to join himself to the chariot. Philip ap- 
proached the man and discovered he was reading from 
the scroll of Isaiah’s prophecy about the sufferings of 
Christ. Philip the evangelist said to him, “Understandest 
thou what thou readest?” The man replied, “How can I, 
except some man should guide me?” The Scripture was 
without meaning until Philip began to teach him. Though 
the Scripture declares that “then Philip opened his mouth, 
and began at the same scripture, and preached unto him 
Jesus,” no one would deny that Philip incorporated a 
strong element of teaching in his message. 

Evangelists today are missing the mark by presupposing 
that the masses know the simple fundamental truths 
of salvation. Surveys will reveal that there is an appalling 
ignorance among Americans concerning the most simple 
Bible truths. Because of this trend in American evange- 
ism, many ministers have neglected the teaching element 
of their messages and have resorted almost exclusively 
to exhortation. As a result, many millions of Americans

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give only a passing nod to what they. hear. Most of the 
evangelistic efforts are reaching only those who have 


little is being done to interest the rank outsider who 
knows nothing of the plan of salvation. Exhortation 
which tends to advise, warn, and inspire does not appeal 
to this person; in fact, many times he is only amused by 
it. If evangelism is to make the inroads into the millions 
of untaught, untutored, shepherdless souls of America, 
this barrier must be crashed. 

Exhortation is certainly important. This, the Word of 
God declares (Hebrews 10:25; Romans 12:8); however, 
true evangelistic preaching must contain teaching and 
exhortation. They are a complement to each other. Paul, 
who wrote to the young man Timothy to “do the work 
of an evangelist,” also wrote, “These things teach and 
exhort.” 


In my evangelistic work I have noticed that in some 
campaigns, God gave us a harvest of souls from the 
very first night; while in other meetings, regardless of 
the effort expended, the immediate results were not seen. 
As I reflect on many of these meetings that seemed to 
be barren, almost without exception, the aftermath of 
such meetings was an ingathering of souls. According to 
Apostle Paul this is God’s program, “I have planted 
(taught), Apollos watered (preached and exhorted), but 
God gave the increase.” If an evangelist seems to be 
successful without teaching, it does not mean that teach- 
ing is not related to evangelism. What it does mean is 
that a pastor, preceding evangelist, or a faithful Sunday 
School teacher has sown seed in the hearts of the people, 
and God in His good pleasure is allowing him to reap 
another man’s labors. “And herein is that saying true, 
One soweth, and another reapeth,” John 4:37. 


The relationship that teaching has to evangelism has 
been almost totally ignored. The misconception that a 
teacher is a dry, uninteresting intellectual who has failed 
in the business of soul-winning is prevalent in the minds 
of many persons. There is no spiritual ministry in the 
Church that exempts men from the burden of soul- 
winning, executive or otherwise. That the teaching minis- 
try should have as its main objective the winning of souls 
was made evident by Christ Himself. Christ was regarded 
by all as a teacher; yet, His own statement was “He came 
to seek and to save.” “I am not come to call the righteous 
but sinners to repentance.” Whether at the curb of 
Jacob’s well, across the desk in the tax office, or at a 
night appointment with a ruler, Jesus was found teaching 
for souls. 

The main teaching agency of our time is the Sunday 
School. The teaching time in our Sunday Schools must 
not be prostituted by neglectful, complacent teachers, 
because more sinners are being attracted to the churches 
through Sunday School than any other medium. For this 
reason, a definite appeal to the souls of men should be 
made, and every teacher should have this goal para- 
mount in his teaching. 


It is a proved fact that a good Sunday School teacher 
is the best helper an evangelist can have. The constant 
heart-to-heart, face-to-face, Sunday-after-Sunday con 
tact lays a good foundation for an evangelist to buil 
on. This matter of winning souls is like a drama where 
the evangelist plays the leading role, and the Sunday 
School teacher serves to guide from behind stage. Result

ES, SUMITON’S WINNING the National Sunday 
School Contest has had a lasting effect on the 
Sumiton Church of God. 

When a people band themselves together like a “gar- 
mert knit with one unbroken thread,” and strive for a 
victory that to all outside forces appears to be the impos- 
sible, and they obtain this victory, knowing God has been 
their helper, it without a doubt has its lasting effect. 

Last October, Sumiton, a rural church located in a town 
of 1,400 inhabitants, a town with a very few city con- 
veniences, notably no trolleys or buses, no sidewalks or 
even orderly rows of houses, did not seem the likely 
church to win the National Sunday School Contest; but 
working close together with a great trust in God, the 
workers of the church set their heads and hearts to the 
task and saw God make the possible out of the im- 
possible. When the news of the victory came to the small 
town, there was not a lot of shouting—mostly tears of 
thanksgiving. God working like this for a people certainly 
has its lasting effect, and this victory has infused these 
people with a greater faith in God that will not soon 
die but will mount higher, because they knew that it 
was God who helped them surmount each obstacle. Yes, 
in the hearts of these people the effect of the contest 
goes on. 

During the contest we had extensive personal work, 
contacts made with persons who otherwise would never 
have been reached by Sunday School personal workers. 
The workers went into homes that greatly needed the 
church; many of these families are still in our Sunday 
School. Yes, so much effort here has certainly caused 
the spirit of the contest to linger on in our church. 

As a result of the contest we found it necessary to 
add a new department in our Sunday School. The greatest 
increase being among our junior boys and girls, we 
found our need to be a junior department. This new de- 
partment has a superintendent, a musician, and four 
able teachers. Such a lively, enthusiastic, happy group 
are these people. Surely the contest lasts here. 

The news in Sumiton that the Church of God had won

people who were not fearful to work for God. Had we 
been satisfied to go on as we were, not entering the 
contest, but rather drifting during that time in which 
we preferably labored so untiringly, I’m sure we would 
not have made quite so many “tracks upon the sands 
of time.” And so, in the opinion of the citizens of 
Sumiton observing us as we labored, the contest has its 
lasting effect. 

Through the great amount of publicity the church re- 
ceived from having won the contest, it has touched lives 
that otherwise it would never have had the opportunity 
to help. People who did not know the church existed, 
read about our contest and came to see. Here we hope 
the contest will last on and on. 

I could not fail to mention here that the generosity of 
the National Youth and Sunday School Board and their 
gracious consideration and kind fellowship toward us have 
all had a lasting effect. We feel that no matter how 
small, or unknown, or distant a church may be, it has 
every consideration from this board. 

Another great lasting effect of the contest was pro- 
cured in the prizes awarded us. The 100 hymnals and 
chairs we received for being first place B class winner 
found their place immediately in our Sunday School de- 
partment. Brother Ellis, who has been Sunday School su- 
perintendent for many years, has certainly proved a 
blessing to the church with the story of his experiences 
on his trip to Mexico City which he received as a part 
of the grand prize. The lovely church furniture which 
was also a part of the grand prize will stand for many 
years as a memorial of the efforts and the victory of 
these people. 

My trip to Europe was a wonderful experience. I en- 
joyed the flight and visiting Paris, London, Austria, Swit- 
zerland, and Germany more than I shall be able to 
tell.

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T IS IMPORTANT that we understand that the 
home and the Sunday School share a mutual task. 
Both are concerned with teaching the child about

@- bringing him to a saving knowledge of Jesus Christ, 


and training him for Christian service. Obviously, there- 
fore, it is most important that there be a co-ordination 
between the home and the Sunday School in this vital 
work. 

Giant industries co-ordinate their facilities closely in 
order to produce a radio, a car, or an airplane. Much 
time is spent in planning, promoting and performing. 
All is pointed toward a single goal: the production of 
a particular item. It would seem that the home and the 
church should re-examine the importance of their prod- 
uct. They are to save a soul and undergird a life 
through proper teaching and training. Their raw mater- 
ials are boys and girls; their products are consecrated 
men and women. | 

Parents are the first teachers of religion. God appointed 
parents to be genuinely religious and to pass on their 
heritage of faith to their children. “And these words, 
which I command thee this day, shall be in thine heart: 
and thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children,” 
Deuteronomy 6:6, 7. 

Notice the command, “Teach them diligently unto thy 
children.” God did not intend that this teaching should 
be accomplished by an unconscious and unplanned in- 
fluence. He clearly indicated that it should be a planned, 
purposeful program. 

This teaching project quite naturally begins in the 
home but extends to the church. It is sensible that there 
be a co-ordinating of the total efforts. Since the home 
is concerned with the entire or comprehensive Christian 
training, any phase of the program contributed by the 
Sunday School serves to undergird that accomplished by 
the home. The Sunday School simply assists, in a small 
way, the larger task of the home. 

It seems reasonable, therefore, that the home should 
gladly cooperate with the agency which is seeking to 
help it in its training program. This may be accom- 
plished by integrating the Bible study in the home with 
the Sunday School lesson. This would allow a systematic 
study of the Bible and also a week-to-week preparation 
of the Sunday School lesson. Thus the home, the church, 
and the child would be benefited. 

It is rather odd to observe many parents being very 
anxious that their children get their public school les- 
sons, but not at all concerned about the Sunday School 
lesson. One would conclude that these parents feel that a 
secular education is much more important than a religious 
education. We know that it is necessary to receive both 
if the young person is to be adequately trained. One 
wonders, however, if it is not much easier to receive the 
secular training than the religious instruction. 

Perhaps there is a need for the parents and the teach- 
ers to get together occasionally for a study of their 
mutual problem. The parents and teachers concerned 
with the public schools have found such a meeting prof- 
itable. Today the National Congress of Parents and 

eachers has a membership of some two million. This 

rganization is a tower of strength, vitally concerned in 
education and educational trends. 

If the church and the home could become sufficiently 


raises about the problem of Christian education, I 


elieve some similar measure of co-ordination could be 
arranged between the teachers and the parents. After

all, the parents are teachers, and many teachers are 
parents; the prime interest of both groups is the edu- 
cation of the child in the precepts of God. Could any 
project have a more unifying bond? 

It is up to those parents and Sunday School teachers 
who really are interested in the eternal well-being of 
young people to form such a home and church school 
partnership. In so doing parents will come to under- 
stand the needs and problems of the Sunday School, while 
the teacher will gain the viewpoint of the home and a 
sympathetic understanding of the child’s needs. Such an 
arrangement could only bring about a great appreciation 
and interdependence between the church and the home. 

Together the church and the home must assist the 
child to work out in a practical way those lessons he 
has learned. Perhaps the home furnishes the greater op- 
portunity for the children to practice truthfulness, kind- 
ness, helpfulness, and the like. The church, however, must 
also share in making those opportunities which will allow 
the youth to practice social courtesies, missions activities, 
Christian stewardship, and personal soul-winning. 

By joining hand and ‘heart in a concentrated effort, 
the home and the Sunday School are able to take the 
infant and continue his training in Christian doctrine 
and graces from his earliest moments of remembrance 
until his dying hour. In so doing Christ will have received 
a faithful and effective witness and the church a pillar 
of strength.

OR SEVERAL years a group of 

] men from our church have 

been visiting the shut-ins 

around Greenville. They meet here at 

the church for prayer each Sunday 

afternoon and then depart in groups 
to carry on the visitation program. 

Nearly a year ago we awoke to the 
fact that we did not have an organized 
extension department in this, the 
largest Sunday School in the entire 
Church of God. Many of our classes 
had active visitation committees, and 
we were doing much work in visiting 
the sick and hospitalized. Yet, in spite 
of all this, we were not getting the 
Sunday School lesson to the ones vis- 
ited, nor were we keeping an accurate 
account of those contacted. 

Now we do have a home extension 
department. The men’s prayer band 
has channeled its work into this de- 
partment and each Sunday contacts 
more than 1,000 persons with the

CAME TO THE Newport Church

As we studied the workers’ training 
course, it seemed to give all who at- 
tended a new zeal to work harder 
and do all they could to gain more. 
I really believe every church that 
sponsors this wonderful course will 
find it to be a blessing and that it 
will help their Sunday School to grow. 
We feel the need of a larger building 
with a departmentalized Sunday 
School that will meet the needs of 
all age groups. Our new church will 
have a large auditorium and sixteen 
Sunday School rooms. Our present 
church has only four rooms. We are 
now in a building program for our 
new church. We hope to have it com- 
pleted by fall of this year. 


I believe that every worker in the 
church and everyone else who will, 
should take this course. It will help 
the teacher become a better-qualified 
teacher; it will help him to under- 
stand the students better, thus stop- 
ping the back-door leakage. 

The Lord has blessed the church 
at Newport, and I know that He will 
continue to bless all who will work 
and who depend upon Him. We desire 
the prayers of everyone, that God 
will help the town of Newport to 
awaken and take a stand for Christ, 
our Wonderful Saviour.

T IS A PRIVILEGE to express 

g my appreciation for a wonderful 

book entitled “Workers’ Training 

Qos No. 1,” which has been a mira- 
cle to our church as a whole. 

We began the course last January 
1, laying out the plans and putting 
them into action. As our teachers and 
workers began to study each lesson, 
some were not very excited about it; 
but true spirit and enthusiasm took 
hold and led to a glorious end. 

We put our training to a test to see 
if it would work. We had hardly start- 
ed when we began to see the favorable 
results; our Sunday School attendance 
began swelling to an overflow number. 
It seemed that there would not be 
room in the building to hold our at- 
tendants, consisting mainly of young 
people. The total hit the two hundred 
mark and on occasions reached 265. 


After seeing these amazing things 
happen to us, and knowing that the 
Lord was responsible, we met every 
week and discussed what had been 
learned. Each thing we had learned, 
we put into practice. Discussing the 
methods we were learning became a 
habit with us and we talked them 
everywhere we went — to the people 
on the phone, in the homes, down- 
town, etc. 

We began reaping what we were 
sowing, and we saw that it was good. 
The course taught our people how to 
carry on absentee correspondence, how 
to make visits, and how to entice the 
people to Sunday School. We became 
so interested in our work and study 
that we were bubbling over with joy. 
Truly the Lord helps those who help 
themselves. 

Prior to our training, our classes 
contained only five and six persons, 
but now there are from twenty to 
twenty-five persons in each class. 
Some of our classes grew so big that 
we had to divide them into smaller 
groups; the men’s Bible Class grew 
from five to an average of twenty 
per Sunday. The classes that were 
divided have grown until each is as 
large as the original. The senior and 


intermediate classes have doubled 
since they were separated into age 
groups.

These men visit 
the hospitals, prisons, orphanages, and 
homes for the aged, as well as private 
homes. In these places they distribute 
the literature of the Church of God 
and read to all present the portion of 
the day’s lesson that is the most ap- 
propriate. 

Time will not permit us to give in- 
dividual attention to the faithful 
members of this intrepid group, but 
we will report that one of the mem- 
bers is now pastoring a new church 
that has been organized on the Green- 
ville district.

Just 
now several other promising young 
men are hard at work in this group.

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Not only does the work of the ex- 
tension department advertise the 
church and train its workers, but it 
acts as an important agent in carry- 
ing the gospel to the lost and needy.

Just a word 
of encouragement and a simple prayer 
from one of our workers changed the 
whole course of events in this woman’s 
life.

Another man in 
one of the chain gang camps asked 
where our church was to be found. 
He said he would attend Sunday 
School as soon as his time was served. 
The man was true to his word and was 
here in Sunday School on the very 
first Sunday of his freedom.

the Lord through the work of these 
men. 


There is not much glamour at- 
tached to the work of the home x @ 
tension department. The labor has to 
be done on time that could be spent 
in other pursuits that might seem 
more pleasant. God appreciates this 
sacrifice and will let us know in 
eternity something of its value and 
real accomplishments. Some of our 
people may not see the fruit of their 
labors, but we must realize that we 
are sowing seed that will fall on some 
good ground. He has promised to bless 
our labor and will not fail in the do- 
ing.
